| “FETISH TREE” LEGEND 


All over equatorial Africa and 
down to Zambesia, a tree exists 
{called the tree of knowledge. It is 
seen growing in the centre of the 
| native villages. 

The natives believe, especially 
| those from Senegambia to the Con- 
|go Coast, that this tree, which is 
generally a cottonwood tree, is the 
heme of their fetish gods. They call 
it the fetish tree, to which they 
appeal for the cure of all their ail- 
|}ments and under its shade 
hold important palavers or indabas. 

When selecting, they pick the 
| tallest growing tree, believing that 
the higher their fetish is from the 
|ground, the nearer it is to the 
| greater gods in the skies. 

The old custom of Sierra Leone, Li- 
| beria, Ivory Coast, Gold Coast, Cam- 
| eroon and Cengo was that on starting 


to plant the fetish tree and bury 
| with its roots a young girl, a hen, 
an alligator and a parrot. The 
young girl represents youth, to tell 
all the piccaninnies that they must 
|do good to the fetish tree. The hen 
is to tell the same to all fowls of 
| the earth; the alligator to tell all 
|fish of the rivers and sea, and the 
| parrot to make a noise and talk to 
all the birds of the air. ?

| SACRIFICIAL BURYINGS 

In some parts the sacrificial bury- 
ings differ. The snake is used to 
creep along and tell all the ani- 
mals of the jungle, and sometimes, 
as with the Fantees, the. leopard 
| serves this purpose. In Apollonia, 
the parrot with hen and chickens 
jis used 
The selection of blood offerings 
| varies amongst the different tribes, 
}according to blood brotherhood. In 
|}some cases a different speci@s of 
tree is used, but generally between 
six degrees north and south of the 
equator, the cottonwood is pre- 
ferred. . 

The making of a new town is in- 


ing of certain objects to act as 
guardian spirits. The living growth 
of the tree is to convey to. the 
minds of the people an actual me- 
|dium for them to transmit their 
|desires. Each bough of the sacred 
tree is symbolic of protecting arms, 
to embrace the people of the town 


;and to drive away evil spirits that 


|may cause them harm.

have taken place along this mighty 
river in the past.

Former Privileges Allow. 
ing Speculation Will be 
Abolished 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3—A code | 
for the United States grain ex- 


changes which abolishes some of 
the practices blamed for last sum- 


}mer’s grain debacle and other 
periods of violent fluctuation yester- 
| day had reached virtually final 


| form at the farm administration and 
| is expected to go into effect soon. 
Officials said, however, that the 
| code had not been passed upon 
| formally by secretary of agricul- 
ture Henry Wallace but that few 
| and tnimportant modifications were 
expected before it went through. 
Among other important changes, 
the code would permanently abolish 
jithe use of so-called weekly and 
| daily privileges, known also as 
| “bids and offers.” 
Government and exchange offic- 
jjals assert this form of trading has 
| frequently been a _ speculative 
| weapon. 
Other code points include: 
Continuation of the present limits 
on daily grain price fluctuations 
| Requirement for all speculators 
in grain to put up a 10 per cent 
| margin until their holdings reach 
| 2,000,000 bushels. After that an 
| additional 15 per cent is required

It came crashing to earth, and re- 
vealed the petrified body of the old 
medicine-man standing like a statue 
in the heart of the huge trunk.

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A WORLD “PEGGED” PRICE? 
The international wheat commission 
London has taken another think, with somewhat 
more promising results. It suggests now some- 
thing along the line of a fixed minimum price 
for wheat in world markets. : 

The proposal will stand a good deal of dis- 
cussion, and its application and enforcement 
would not be easy. But at least the idea is 
constructive in direction. It aims to put a foun- 
dation under the wheat trade and the wheat 
producing business. That is a more hopeful 
looking plan than simply telling farmers to 
grow less wheat without telling them what they 
can profitably grow in place of wheat 

If the nations could agree on a world price 
for gold, which they once did, why not on a 
world minimum price for wheat? That would 
still give the farmer the “breaks” if supplies ran 
low and prices went up, while it would save 
him from being ruined if he supplied the world 
with more food than it needed or could buy at 
any particular time. 


EUROPE’S LAST CHANCE 
Europe has a new stabilization plan to think 
about. The Government of Great Britain pro- 
poses that the Powers: 
1, Recognize the principle 
rights as applied to armament; 
2. Agree to progressively reduce armament 
over a ten year period; 
3. Agree to “periodic and automatic” super-

The plan may not be accepted. Quite as 


promising schemes for preserving peace in that 
unpeaceful continent have been frustrated in 
the last fifteen years, some through fear, and 
some through the ingenuity of governments 
which wanted to stay armed but have their 
neighbors disarm or stay unarmed. 

The fear of war is still present, more keen 
perhaps than at any time since 1918. But the 
notion must be about played out that any sort 
of lop-sided disarmament arrangement can be 
made to stick. Germany is going to re-arra, if 
the others remain armed, with consent or with- 
out it. Unless the others want war, they may 
as well recognize the fact first as last, and 
regularize the whole armament set-up on that 
basis. 


LET HIM ALONE 

Appointment of Mr. S, J. Hungerford as 
president of the National Railways was to be 
expected, and will be very generally approved. 
He is the logical man for the place, by reason of 
experience, proven capacity, and long connec-- 
tion witn the system as vice president. Since 
the dismissal of Sir Henry Thornton he has 
been acting head of the organization, and now 
becomes permanent chief. 

If the trustees of the National, having put 
this qualified railway man definitely in charge 
of its operations, will retire from active inter- 
ference with its affairs they will be doing about 
the best thing possible for both the system and 
the country, since if they interfere at all the 
conditions of their appointment require them 
to prevent the C.N.R. being operated as an 
actively competitive transportation system. 

That policy of “co-operative” restriction has 
been pursued for three years, with results 
which are sufficiently attested and sufficiently 
advertised in the present status and financial 
returns of the enterprise. Neither the railways 
nor the taxpayers can stand a continuance of 
that brand of “co-operation.” If the new presi- 
dent has to fight the board of trustees in order 
to bring the National back to where it was five 
years ago, the outlook for him, for the railway 
system, and for the taxpayers is decidedly drab. 


PERFECTLY “SOUND” 

If any of our classic economists have been 
afraid that the Government of Canada might 
be slipping in its allegiance to “sound banking 
practice’ they may be re-assured. 

Nothing of that kind has happened, or is to 
happen. The Government is still “sound” on 
the point that when it needs money for capital 
use it should borrow this from private citizens 
or corporations and pay them interest for the 
use of it. Premier Bennett says so. 

What is more, the Premier intends to see 
that the next government will have to go on 
paying interest our present outstanding 
bonds, whether it wants to or not 

A large amount of Dominion bonds are to 
fall due or become callable during the year. The

Gevernment will do nothing so radical as to 
issue money and pay off these bonds. Instead, 
it will issue new bonds, and so borrow money 
with which to pay off the old ones. The new

The new bonds thus issued will not be call- 
able for years to come. If another government 
comes into power in the meantime it will ‘not 
be able to issue money and retire these bonds 
if it wants to. It will still have to go on paying 
interest on them until they mature or become 
payable on call. The effect of the conversion 
scheme will thus be to extend our interest- 
bearing debt for ten or twenty years, and 
commit the taxpayers by a cast iron pledge to 
continue paying interest for that length of time. 

The Premier says it will be a “cruel dis- 
ciplinary measure” for bondholders who may 
have to accept new bonds carrying lower rates 
of interest in exchange for those they now hold. 
The “disciplinary” effect of compelling the 
taxpayers of Canada to continue to pay interest 
for the next decade on debt which could and 
should be wiped out now does not appear to 
excite his concern. 

If anyone has entertained doubt about the 
Premier's adherence to “sound banking prac- 
tice,” this is his complete and ample defence 
against the charge. What more could the 
stoutest upholder of established custom want 
than that the taxpayer's earnings for years to 
come should be thus pledged in advance to 
holders of interest-bearing bonds?

With Mr. Justice Coderre of Quebec annuil- 
ing the marriage of a,Quebec couple after 25 
years because they had been married by a Pro- 
testant clergyman (the woman being a Catho- 
lic), and an Anglican clergyman at the other 
end of Canada holding that Indian tribal mar- 
riage wasn't legal and marry- 
ing 28 couples in a mass 
wedding to put the matter 
right with the Lord and with 
the relief authorities, it's 
difficult for a non-legal and 
non-clerical mind to under 
stand what it is that makes 
marriage in the eyes of Can- 
adian law. 

There should be some sort 
of valid civil ceremony that 
isn’t open to attack a genera-

tion or two later on some legalistic or theologi- 


cal pin-point. Marriage existed long before the 
churches. There must have been satisfactory 
civil marriage to suit the concepts and require- 
ments of the age, without the risk of annull- 
ment or non-recognition generations later. 

The Alert Bay episode where 28 Siwash 
couples were married in church in the presence 
of their friends and children after the religious 
and civil authorities had decreed that their 
tribal marriages were not valid at law, shows 
the high standard of morality which tribal 
marriage possesses in the eyes of these people.

Don't think that these Siwash Indians, save 
where rendered degenerate by the whisky and 
diseases of the white man, are not amply intel- 
ligent in their daily life and amply equipped 
with noble qualities in their daily relationsnips. 
They have natural skill as engineers. I've seen 
a coast Indian help a white man trace his igni- 
tion troubles to their origin and get his gas 
engine .started. Some of them go to sea as 
Diesel engineers on seineing craft. A few 
months ago I saw a west coast Siwash take 
down a planetary clutch and make a machine 
drawing for the Jathe of a replacement part he 
needed, 

I think the truest everyday Christian I ever 
knew was a_ half-breed Metlakatlan, Joe 
Hamblet. Joe and I were mining partners up 
the Skeena at one time. He put me on my 
good behaviour and refreshed my _ Biblical 
knowledge. Joe and his brothers were big, 
powerful men and devout Christians. His father 
had been a surveyor, and the marriage of his 
parents must have been a love match. His 
mother was the chief's daughter, educated at 
a Methodist ladies’ college at Victoria. Many 
of the Metlakatla girls are quite pretty. After 
the marriage it grieved the Indian wife to learn 
that her white husband was only nominally 
a Christian. Joe, who used each evening after 
supper to go out on the mountain side for his 
private devotions, told me how his mother used 
to pray for her husband, and the great joy when 
at last he too became a Christian. 

The Christian nations were murdering men 
by the millions in Europe at the time, and some- 
how Joe's story didn’t lend itself to comic 
treatment. 

Another and a notorious coast Indian whom 
I met at a ticklish time in his life, and formed 
a liking for, was Simon Gun-a-noot. Twenty- 
five years ago on the front pages of Canadian 
papers Simon figured ds the “famous Indian 
outlaw” or “famous Indian murderer.” 

Gun-a-noot, whose name means “Little 
Bear that Climbs a Tree,” was a Babine Valley 
Indian. In his youth he came under the in- 
fluence of Catholic missionaries. He started a 
store in the Babine Valley. After his return 
from a trip to Victoria to buy stock for the 
stere, the bodies of two white men, Alex Mc- 
Intosh and Max LeClair, were found dead on 
the trail, three miles apart, outside Hazelton. 
Gun-a-noot took to the hills. It was said that 
the two men in Gun-a-noot's absence had plied 
his wife with liquor and ill-used her. Gun- 
a-noot was known to have had a violent quarrel 
with them. 

Each spring thereafter a posse of police 
would start out after Gun-a-noot, but never 
could they reach him. $49,000 they spent with- 
out success. Big and powerful, with a panther- 
like stride and a host of friends in the north 
country, Gun-a-noot could always defy capture.

Gun-a-noot, still a pious Catholic, was 
wearing a scapula, His last act before giving 
himself up was to have his youngest boy bap- 
tised by the priest at Hagwelgeit. He told a 
fascinating story of his hunted life-—of visits to 
the tropical valley north of the Naas where the 
caribou feed in winter, and of the gold he found 
and sold for supplies for himself and family. 
He was well-to-do, but helpless to use his 
money to get the things he most needed— 
medical help for his sick wife and education 
for his three sons and two daughters who 
accompanied him on the trail. 

He told me he had wanted many times be- 
fore to give himself up and face trial, but his 
father was opposed to his surrendering. He 
denied the killings--said he fled when he saw 
the police coming, fearing that he would be 
blamed. After a few weeks in jail he went 
before a jury and was acquitted. The general 
feeling was that McLeap and LeClair had only 
got their due.

Lately I find that hundreds of your letters 
tell me about a pain which is now bothering 
you. As cold weather often makes a pain grow 
worse, the number of patients with aches and 
pains would increase during the cold season. 

Insofar as pain makes you rest the painful 
parts, it may be considered a 
blessing. While the part is at 
rest, nature is best able to 
bring about healing and re- 
pair. 

Undoubtedly the one 
symptom which  distresses 
you the most when you are 
sick is any pain which may 
be present. Of course, the 
pain produced by some 
diseases is more severe than 
in others. Some of the most 
painful diseases are those which appear in 
chronic form such as arthritis, sinus trouble 
and gall stones. The distressing part of a severe 
pain is that it stops the patient from any active 
work and for this reason a painful disease may 
make the difference between a full pocketbook 
and an empty one. In addition to the actual 
agony of the pain itself and the lack of money, 
ahy severe pain induces worry as the patient 
is very anxious to know how long he will con- 
tinue to suffer and if his pain will grow worse. 

In the letters I receive, pains are described 
as shooting, boring, burning, knife-like, dull, 
constant, sharp, cramping, ete. Other symp- 
toms frequently found at the same time as pain 
are: tightening of the muscles, limitation of 
movement, stiffness, and perhaps redness, swell- 
ing, numbness and tingling. 

I do not know of any part of the body which 
cannot become painful either through disease 
or injury. Many of your letters deal with pain 
in the right side, pain through the stomach, 
pains between the shoulder blades, pain in the 
arm or leg muscles and an aching pain through 
the back or through various parts of the head. 
Pain through the back of the head and neck is 
a very common complaint. 

If you have any kind of pain, this is the 
main question in your letter: “What can I do 
to get rid of this pain?” Three things which you 
may do when you have a pain are; (1) apply 
heat to cause a better blood supply through the 
part, wash away some of the ‘poisons and 
wastes, and bring about a great measure of re- 
lief; (2) rest the painful area as much as pos- 
sible. This rule is good for all pains due to 
acute in*‘lammation; (3) you are to begin im- 
mediately on a fasting regimen, using either a 
plain water fast or a fruit juice fast. The fast- 
ing method is of great value in overcoming pain 
as it speeds up the elimination of poisons which 
may be irritating the nerves and so causing the 
painful sensation. As soon ag these poisons are 
thrown out of the body, the pain will disappear. 

While I do not advise that the patient 
attempt to diagnose his own disease from any 
pain which may be present, nevertheless, have 
prepared some general articles which discuss 
pain as a symptom which I believe you will 
find of interest.

Bulk Buying Inquiry 
Unlawful 


By R. T. ELLIOT, K.C, 


The resolutions before the parliament of Canada to investigate 
department stores and chain stores, and methods of bulk buying 
and conditions of employment in connection therewith mean a 
whole lot more than they say. It is the opening gun in a contest 
by private interests, whose membership is composed of the spe- 
cially privileged class, to get control of price-fixing in all mer- 
chandise lines in all Canada; and to secure the total available 
profit to the price-fixers, leaving to the retailer just enough to 
keep his doors open but not enough to make any real money. 


Some lines of trade are naturals for this sort of thing; such as | 


cigarettes and perfumes and proprietory medicines and cosmetic 
lines. The retail price can be fixed on a nation-wide scale and 
the retailer told just what he will be allowed for doing the selling; 
and that he will get no more and that he must sell at the fixed 
price or not at all 

Now, once this cofdition could be extended so as to govern 
all sales of merchandise, the price-fixers would be able to gather 
in over one billion dollars per year in arbitrary price-fixed profits 
even in these hard times 

Could all merchandise be so controlled by Jaw as to be sold 
only under trade names and at fixed prices with only fixed 
profits allowed to retailers the rich would get richer and the 
poor would get poorer at the rate of over one billion dollars per 
year. Here is a political and financial prize worth struggling for; 
and with a good foothold in Canadian political circles the priv- 
ileged classes are opening the struggle. 

It should be pointed out also that the Dominion parliament has 
nothing to do with the carrying on of business in the provinces. 
Several decisions of the Supreme Court of Canada and of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council were required to settle 
this question definitely 

Only one decision need be referred to here, rendered in the 
case of Attorney General of Canada against Attorney General of 
Alberta, (1916) Appeal Cases 588; in which, after reviewing prev- 
ious cases, it was said: 

“Their Lordships think that as a result of these decisions 
it must now be taken that the authority to legislate for the 
regulation of trade and commerce does not extend to the reg- 
ulation by a licensing system of a particular trade in which 
Canadians would otherwise be free to engage in the provinces, 

+» “No doubt the business of insurance is a very” important 

one; which has attained to great dimensions in Canada. But 
this is equally true of other highly important and extensive 
forms of business in Canada which are today freely transacted 
under provincial authority. When the British North America 
Act has taken such forms of business out of provincial juris- 
diction, (as in the case of banking), it has done so by express 
words. 

“It must be taken to be now settled that the general 
authority to make laws for the peace, order, and good govern- 
ment of Canada, which the initial part of section 91 of the 
British North America Act confers, does not, unless the sub- 
ject-matter of legislation falls within some one of the enum- 
erated heads which follow, enable the Dominion parliament 
to trench on the subject-matters entrusted to the provincial 
legislatives by the enumeration in Section 92.” 

In spite of this clear and definite statement that the Dominion 
must keep its hands off business ‘in the provinces, the resolutions 
now before parliament will enable inquisitors to delve into every 
detail of the business lawfully carried on by provincial concerns; 
break down business good-will and public confidence built up by 
years of fair dealing; and add to the load of trouble which has 
pressed down all lines of retail business during the last few years. 

The Attorney General of each province should assert provin- 
cial rights immediately and see that this proposed inquisition 1s 
stopped. While the inquisitors will not have power to burn busi- 
ness men alive they will be able to roast them to a dark brown. 

Every instinct of fair play is offended by such a proposal, 
which would only be brought forwara by a party to whom 
political privilege is a sacred right so that a universal right of 
price-fixing vested in a politically selected class would be a sub- 
ject of the most sincere veneration. The fact that such a right 
of price-fixing would in a few years transfer billions of dollars 
from the earnings of the producers and workers of Canada into 
the pockets of special privilege will only make it an object of 
deeper veneration in the minds of politicians who worship at the 
shrine of special privilege.

NEW YORK, Feb. 3—The Daily 
News says President Roosevelt has 
ordered the secret service “to end 
the alliance of crooked government 
officials and the underworld.”

Do you think that the debate 
on the Speech from the Throne 
in parliament and in the legisla- 
tures should be abolished? 

This debate is in progress in 
parliament at Ottawa and will 
commence in the legislature here 
on the second day of the session, 
Friday, Feb. 9. It is the “free for 
all” of the session, when mem- 
bers are not confined to discuss 
any particular subject, but can 
roam far and wide, hither and 
thither. Much discussion has 
taken place on the advisability 
of continuing this form of proce- 
dure. The Bulletin’s Inquiring 
Reporter sat in'on some discus- 
sion and then sought opinions on 
his own. Here are some results: 


A. L. MARKS, Barrister: “Contin- 
uation of this debate certainly is 
a debatable subject. It usually 
consumes.a lot of time and covers 
a wide range of subjects. I doubt 
very much if any good or useful 
purpose is served: by it. However, 
I do think it serves as a good 

,medium, by which members get 

into their stride and gives all 
parties a chance to shake down 
and square away for the .more 
actively fought verbal battles of 
the session. Then again it provides 
some of the younger members 
with a charite to be heafd’ when 
they do not feel disposed to enter 
into some of the more restricted 
subjects of discussion.”

LORY RASMUSSIN, basketball star 
and orchestral musician: “I think 
the debate should be abolished, 
although I would not suggest ab- 
olition of the speech itself. I feel 
that the debate for the most part 
is a waste of valuable time. And 
time should be valuable even in 
our administrative assemblies. It 
seems to me too much old straw 
is threshed in this debate, which 
takes on very much the appear- 
ance of an oratorical Donnybrook 
Away with it and clear the decks 
for the more important business 
of the session.” 


JOHN WYLIE, citizen: “There are 


good arguments to be advanced | 


both for and against this feature 
of the session. While I deplore the 
amount of repetition and often- 
times unprofitable discussion that 
takes place in this debate and feel 
that it undoubtedly drags on too 
long, yet I think it has its good 
points too. Practically every 
member comes to the session with 
some favorite theme that he is 
bound to unloose before proroga- 
tion, As a rule, the debate on the 
Speech from the Throne gives 
him that chance and then he takes 
his seat satisfied and frequently 
is not heard from again. If the 
speech were not delivered in this 
debate, it would still come forth 
in the budget debate, in discussion 
of the estimates or on some other 
occasion, Therefore, as the speech 
is going to be heard anyhow,

| Fauna Has Direct Relation 
to Miocene Period 


MILLION YEARS AGO 


Belgrade.—Proof of the survival of | 
| living freshwater animals and fish} 
|from the prehistoric era in Europe | 
jhas been found in the lonely lake 
| of Ochrid, in one of the wildest parts 
of the Balkans, near the Albanian 
frontier of Jugoslavia. 

Forms of aquatic fauna have been

caught in Lake Ochrid during the 
past year, which scientists have 
proved to be direct survivals from 


the Miocene period, with an ancestry 
estimated to go back at least 1.000.000 
years 

In this great inland lake German 
and Jugoslay scientists have dis- 
covered fishes, crustaceans, and/} 
worms identical with  pre-glacial| 
forms of life, whose fossil remains 
have been found not only in the 
Balkans but in other parts of South- 
ern Europe.
